Article Leads to Further Statistics 

I was very pleased to see the article 
'"Coins Lost . . . Coins Found" by William 
Sheehan in the March issue. 

There is a cultural aspect to his survey, 
which could affect the statistics pre- 
sented, that I believe Mr. Sheehan over- 
looked. Starting several years ago, it has 
become fashionable for young people (ages 
8 through 21) to ritually throw away 
"pennies" as they leave a store. Thus, 
there will be far more cents lying about, 
relative to their mintage, than any other 
coin. Of course, it is forbidden for practi- 
tioners of this ritual to be caught picking 
up a "penny," thus, a cent will tend to 
have a longer "half life" than any other 
coin. It has been my observation that 
dropped coins, especially cents, are most 
likely to be picked up by a person over age 
50 or under 9. This whole constellation 
of behavior seems to cut across socio- 
economic and many cultural lines. It 
simply isn't "cool" to pick up a "penny."

The article by William Sheehan in your 
March 1983 edition was amusing and 
quite a statistical accomplishment. 

I think Mr. Sheehan will find the break- 
down of an accumulation of coins that I 
found in a period spanning approximately 
the last 12 years quite interesting. Some- 
time in 1970 or 1971 a friend of mine 
observed, as I discovered a coin at the curb 
of the street, that he never found money. 
I countered that possibly due to the way 
I tilt my head as I walk, I found coins with 
some frequency — probably once a week, 
but not taking any special note of it. 

At that time, I began isolating coins 


that I found, and while no scientific 
method was used to record locations and 
time of day, Mr. Sheehan will probably 
conclude there is some consistency in the 
ratio and proportion of coins I have 
collected in this 12-year period. 

Totals accumulated in the approximate 
12-year period are as follows; 

50 cents 0 pieces 

25 cents 14 pieces 

10 cents 63 pieces 

5 cents 23 pieces 

1 cent 257 pieces 

Other monetary equivalents are as follows: 

One Chicago Transit token 
One Canadian one-cent piece 
One Mexican 10-centavos 
One Pilipinas coin 

It is interesting that the distribution of 
1-, 5-, 10-, 25- and 50-cent pieces is in 
general similar to the totals found in Mr. 
Sheehan's general summary table 1. While 
no 50-cent pieces were found, paper bills 
I have accumulated have the following 
distribution: 


1 -dollar bill 5 

5-dollar bill 1 

10-dollar bill 2 

20-dollar bill 1 


The greatest percentage of coins were 
found outside buildings. Approximately 
half the paper bills were found on the floor 
inside buildings. The 20-dollar bill was 
found in a movie theater and reported to 
the management as being found, but was 
never claimed by its owner. No attempts 
were made on any of the other currency 
or coins to return them to their rightful 
owners. 

Some Chicagoans own metal detectors 
and as a recreation look for lost coins at 
the parks and beaches. I am sure their per- 
formance in a short time would far exceed 
the coins accumulated by Professor Shee- 
han and myself, and it might be inter- 
esting to see if that more scientific 
approach would produce a generally 
similar distribution to what was found by 
Professor Sheehan and myself.

Numismatists 
have collected these fiscal 
papers for some time, but 
because of the lack of 
historical research on the 
subject, knowledge of the 


issues is somewhat limited. 

To bridge this gap 
between numismatists and 
historians concerning the 
importance of the 
Revolutionary debt and the 
war issues.

Price of Liberty: The Public 
Debt of the American 
Revolution.

FTC Seeks Comments 

The Federal Trade 
Commission is currently 
seeking comments on a 
proposed amendment of the 
1973 Hobby Protection Act, 
which presently requires all 
imitation numismatic and 
political items to be 
"plainly and permanently" 
marked with a 2 x 6mm 
representation of the word 
COPY. The FTC is con- 
sidering a change that 
would allow manufacturers 
the option of altering the 
size of the word relative to 
the size of the imitation 
piece. 

According to the Federal 
Register notice annoimcing 
the request for comments, 
the commission is pro- 
posing the change because 
of the number of miniature 
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coins on the market. Some 
of these coins are '^almost 
as small or smaller in 
diameter"' than the size of 
the word COPY, which must 
appear on the imitations. 
Under the existing rules, 
manufacturers must request 
a special exemption before 
altering the size of the 
designation. 

Congress passed the 
original act "because of the 
large number of collectors 
of coins and political items 
who were being deceived 
through the purchase of 
replicas that purported to be 
authentic." Information 
concerning the FTC's 
proposal can be obtained 
from the Office of the 
Secretary, Federal Trade 
Commission, 6th Street and 
Pennsylvania Avenue N.W., 
Washington, DC 20580.

Mexican Numismatics 
Highlight Sale 

Richard H. Ponterio's 
ninth mail bid sale, which 
closed on March 10, 1983, 
was reportedly a great 
success. An array of ancient 
coins led the sale, the 
results of which showed an 
increased bidder activity in 
that field. A Syracusan 
16-lirae in EF condition was 
purchased for $850, and 
$730 purchased a Kyme 
tetradrachm. Highli^ting 
Roman issues was a 
denarius of Diadumenian 
that sold for $385, and a 
Pupienus Antoninianus in 
VF that crossed the block at 
$430. 

In the world gold 
category, many coins 
realized good prices, as 
exemplified by a 1759 
8-escudo of Chile that sold 
for $2,450 and a 1922 
Egyptian 500-piastres that 
was purchased for $985. 
Exceeding its pre-auction 
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estimate was a Maximilian 
20-peso in EF condition that 
sold for $1,800. 

Indications that the slow 
coin market may have 
ended were supported by 
the results in the world 
coin section of the sale. An 
Austrian Kuttenburg Mines 
2-florin realized $3,600; a 
Bolivian 4-real with 
counterstamp sold for $900 
against its $400 estimate; 
and a German New Guinea 
5-mark in EF-AU exceeded 
its $1,000 estimate when it 
was purchased for $1,050. 
Although estimated to sell 
for approximately $500, a 
Guatemalan 4-real of 1764 
realized $1,200 and a 
Spanish cinquentina was 
hammered down at $8,400. 

Mexican coins proved 
popular, and several pieces 
sold for top dollar. A 1690 
Charles n 2-real realized 
$2,800; a 1761 8-real was 
purchased for $1,100; a 1914 
Caballito peso in EF sold for 
$1,200; and two medals of 
Ferdinand Vn were 
hammered down at $1,200 
each. 

In addition to the coins 
offered in the mail bid 
auction, select lots of 
Mexican currency were 
offered to the receptive mail 
audience. Highlights of the 
rare notes include a 
Chihuahua 50-centavo of 
the Banco Commercial (7 
known) that brought $315, a 
Banco de Guanajuato 
500-peso (3 known) that 
realized $2,100, and a 
Morelos 100-peso (9 known) 
that crossed the block 
for $275.

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Victor David Brenner

Many collectors of medals or United States coins are familiar with some 
or all of the following names: Augustus Saint-Gaudens, Daniel Chester French, 
Adolph A. Weinman, Victor D. Brenner, James Earl Fraser, Paul Manship and 
C. Paul Jennewein. Their lives spanned the late nineteenth and early twentieth 
centuries; their works are timeless. Although some of these men were bom 
outside the United States, all are considered American sculptors of outstanding 
ability and accomplishment. 


Sculptors may be known and judged by 
their works '^in-the-round" (statues), or they 
may be renowned for their medallic art. In 
the case of the aforementioned artists, each 
produced works in both forms, but largely 
their laurels rest on their statues. The latter 
are usually placed in prominent public 
places where they are seen by many and ac- 
quire a certain amount of recognition, 
whereas medals generally reside in the 
cabinets of collectors or are secluded in 
museums and art galleries. 

These considerations account largely for 
the fact that, of the above named artists, 
Victor D. Brenner is least widely known. 
He was a prolific producer of medallic 
pieces, many of them portraits, but, insofar 
as this collector knows, his most im- 
portant piece of sculpture in-the-round 
is A Song of Nature in Pittsburgh's 
Schenley Park. 

Victor David Brenner was bom of Jewish 
parents on June 12, 1871, in Shavli, Lithu- 
ania, a small town near the Baltic Sea. His 
father was a metal worker who also prac- 
ticed carving and engraving. From a very 
young age Victor evidenced an aptitude for 
engraving that, with practice and training, 
made him one of the most eminent of 
modem medalists. 

After spending several years practicing 
his trade at various locations near his 
homeland, he left for America, arriving vir- 
tually penniless in New York City in 1890 
but soon finding employment as an en- 
graver. One of his early pieces, an athletic 
award, bears the notation V.D. BRENNER 
FECrr/R. STOLL MAKER/N.Y./19 JOHN ST. 


Victor attended evening classes at Cooper 
Union and worked by day to earn enough 
money to send for several members of his 
family. In 1898 he went to Paris for three 
years of study, where he became a pupil of 
medalists Alexandre Charpentier and Louis 
Oscar Roty and produced some of his 
earliest medallic portraits. He visited Paris 
several years later but returned to New 
York City in 1906, where he remained the 
rest of his life. 

Aside from knowledge of his art, bio- 
graphical information about Brenner is 
scant. He was member 841 of the American 
Numismatic Association from 1906 to 
1912; his address in the 1908 membership 
list is shown as 1 14 East 28th Street. In a 
1910-11 catalog of an exhibition of medals, 
his address is given as 105 East 17th Street. 

That he was a perfectionist is evident 
from his work. His sense of humor is 
manifest on the Whistler plaquette of 1905 
(No. 62). A full-length figure of Whistler on 
one side of the plaquette captures perfectly 
his vain and belligerent nature, while the 
other side depicts a proud peacock. One of 
Brenner's finest imaginative compositions 
is the reverse of the 1909 Lincoln medal 
depicting an eagle perched on the summit 
of a rugged sea-shore cliff. 

He was happy in his union with Ann 
Reed, whom he married in 1913, and 
gratified by his memberships in the Na- 
tional Sculpture Society, the Architectural 
League of New York and the American 
Numismatic Society. His death on April 5, 
1924, was preceded by several years of 
illness.

A Descriptive Listing of 
The Works of Victor David Brenner 

The chief purpose of this catalog is to present a descriptive, chronological listing of 
Brenneris works by combining pertinent information that appeared in various records. 
Records that proved most fruitful include catalogs of two exhibitions of his works held 
during his lifetime, one in 1907 and the other in 1910; a catalog of an exhibition as- 
sembled by Medallic Art Company's D. Wayne Johnson in 1971; an illustrated article 
about the artist in the October 2, 1915, issue of The Survey} the collection and records 
of the American Numismatic Society; the Smithsonian Institution collection; photos 
from the Museum of Fine Arts Boston; the public auction of the Irwin Stoff collection 
in 1978; and lastly the author's own collection. Items that cannot be dated are listed 
first; however, this method of listing does not infer that such pieces are his earliest 
works, although some are. 

Apparently Brenner did not keep a complete record of his works and was careless 
in those that were made. (We should be most grateful that he practiced his strong con- 
viction that medalists should sign their works, just as most graphic artists sign their 
creations.) The catalogs of the 1907 and 1910 exhibitions, which he must have compiled 
or approved, are severely limited and partially lacking in clarity. In most instances. 
The Survey lists titles or subjects only. Where sizes are recorded in lists, minor discrepan- 
cies often exist, probably because measurements were not taken carefully. 

In counting the items available to collectors, it should be noted that some 20 of those 
in this catalog are listed as galvanos only, of which probably only one was made. It 
seems unlikely that reduced-size pieces were issued in these works listed as galvanos 
only, yet we cannot be positive. In some cases, notably the 1907 Lincoln plaquette, 
examples are known in more than one size and/or metal. Pieces produced in various 
sizes and metals are listed only once, although the variations are noted. 

Had I thought to produce a complete and perfect listing of the eminent Victor D. 
Brenner's works, I would not have put pen to paper. But an effort needed to be made 
and this is the best I can offer at present. Anyone who can furnish additional informa- 
tion or cite corrections will favor the author and other medal collectors.

The Numismatist presents the following guidelines to encourage prospective authors to 
submit manuscripts to the official ANA journal. 

Although The Numismatist offers no remuneration for unsolicited manuscripts, authors 
whose manuscripts are published are eligible for the Heath Literary Award. This award is 
presented annually to authors whose articles are judged as outstanding contributions to The 
Numismatist. A silver medal and $250 is awarded for first place, a bronze medal and $100 
for second place, and a bronze medal for third place. Authors receiving honorable mention 
are presented with certificates of recognition. 

Articles that display original and comprehensive research in United States numismatics 
are eligible for the Wayte and Olga Raymond Memorial Award, which includes a prize of 
$400 for first place and $200 for second place. 

MANUSCRIPTS 

The Numismatist accepts manuscripts relevant to the study of numismatics that present 
new information and constitute a contribution to numismatic education. The author is directly 
responsible for all statements made in the original manuscript. Accepted or published 
manuscripts become the property and copyright of The Numismatist and may not be published 
elsewhere without written permission. Manuscripts are received with the understanding that 
they have not been simultaneously submitted to other publications. 

Two complete manuscripts (the original and one copy), including illustrations (photographs, 
drawings and graphs), should be sent to the Editor, The Numismatist, American Numismatic 
Association, P.O. Box 2366, Colorado Springs, CO 80901. The author should retain at least 
one copy of the manuscript for reference. 

Manuscripts should be typewritten, double-spaced on SVi by 11 -inch white paper, with 
1 Vi-inch margins on all sides. The author's name, full address and daytime telephone number 
must appear on the first page. The editorial staff reserves the right to edit all material. 

ILLUSTRATIONS 

Legends for the illustrations should be typed on a separate sheet of paper, with a number 
accurately corresponding to each illustration. If submitted by mail, illustrations should be 
carefully packed to avoid damage. 

Photographs should be high quality, black-and-white glossy prints, unmounted and un- 
attached to the manuscript. The face of the photograph should not be retouched or labeled 
in any way. To avoid disfiguring the surface of the photograph when labeling the back, write 
on a hard surface and use only a soft pencil. 

Drawings should be submitted on separate sheets, drawn with India ink on illustration 
board or high-grade drawing paper. 

If an author lacks photographic facilities, numismatic material can be sent to The 
Numismatist and photographed by the ANA's in-house facility. Costs of mailing and insurance 
will be reimbursed if requested. Authors are encouraged to list sources for illustrations. 

AUTHOR'S BIOGRAPHY 

Authors are invited to submit biographical sketches with their manuscripts. Not to ex- 
ceed 100 words, the biography should include pertinent information such as place and date 
of birth, educational and professional background, hobby interests, and numismatic awards 
or accomplishments. 

REFERENCES 

Bibliographic references should include only those sources closely related to the manuscript. 
The MLA Style Sheet rules for bibliographic citations should be followed, using the follow- 
ing format for books (1) and periodicals (2).

A NUMISMATIC VISION BY JAMES F. MORGAN 


I am an antoninianus, formed in the likeness of Gallienus, Emperor 
of the Roman Empire. More than 1,700 years have passed since I felt 
the hammer blows that caused the pang of my birth. In all that time, 
I have seen and perceived much. You foolish mortals caimot begin 
to understand all I have known. I am solid, enduring, alluring and 
beguilingly mysterious. I am the sum total of man's greed and 
ambition. / am man. Unchanging, I am almost time itself, yet I am 
more. Throughout the span of my life I have come to realize much 
of man, and in this way, I am history. If you wish to conceive the 
depth of my knowledge, then come, gaze into my eyes and perceive 
what lies behind. 

Look past the lifeless form of my being and see what I have seen. 
Feel the heat as a piece of stone is refined into pure metal. Behold 
my wondrous reddish color — I am copper. See the dies placed upon 
me and feel the mighty hammer's blows as I am bom. Like a newborn 
babe I must be wrapped in swaddling clothes, so I am immersed in 
a silver wash. Look upon me now and know me for what I am — a 
lowly copper coin raised to the status of a silver one. 

My role of commerce did not last long, for even though I did not 
command the same respect as that of my older and more legitimate 
silver brothers, still I was coveted for my face value. It was in this 
way that early in my existence I foimd myself in the hands of a man 
who, being fearful of losing me, buried me with others of my kind 
and left, never to return. Was he a merchant, a robber, a noble? It 
matters little to me — the answer is part of my mystery. 

Although I lay unseen and unseeing, I did not remain unknowing. 
Travelers, soldiers and others passed by. Little did they suspect my 
existence, and even less did they comprehend how close I was. From 
them I have come to know much about man. 

It was from this vantage point that I learned of the split of the 
Roman Empire and the fall of Rome. If you believe this saddened me, 
you are wrong, for it only served to make me proud and defiant; I 
am a link to that which is no more. Treat me with respect, you 
mortals, for I am no longer just an object of greed — I am a part of you. 

Yet, you mortals refused to benefit from the experience of Rome's 
demise. I heard the footsteps of the serf, soldier and knight. I heard 
the learned talk of the clergy. How distmstful you people were.

The learn- 
ing spread from the clergy to others but did not leave an impres- 
sion. The amount of gold coveted and the number of men killed grew 
larger. 

Soon it became apparent to me that a ''New World" filled with 
fabulous riches had been discovered. New World indeed! Even though 
my contact with Viking traders was slight, it was enough to convince 
me they knew of this world years before. And how many voyagers 
came before them? On this point I remain tantalizingly mute. 

How quickly then things did happen. My beloved Roman Empire, 
splintered after the fall of Rome and partially incorporated into several 
other empires, united once more — this time as Italy. But still you 
mortals did not learn. Italy gave way to a "New Roman Empire," 
which left in its path death and destruction. It was during this period 
that I first perceived this creature called an American. He seemed 
intent on killing and preoccupied with greed, but this is my perception 
of practically every human I have known. 

Following this mortal contest, I once again was exposed to the light 
of day. With what greed, with what rough treatment were my com- 
panions and I accorded. Worse yet was the title given us — "a hoard 
of ancient coins." Foolish mortals! I and the others are much more 
than that. I am all your dreams, all your wishes and ambitions. I am 
mankind incarnate and I am history. Through me you are linked to 
a past you have never known, and never would know without me. 
In this way I am a time machine, a bridge spanning yesterday and 
today, reaching out for the future. I am closer to immortality than 
anything you can perceive, yet, I do not ask any man to worship me. 

But I do ask for respect. Behold my form. I have stood this way for 
centuries and shall continue to do so for centuries more. When you 
are gone, I shall remain, and a part of you will remain with me. I am 
you, your ancestors and your desires — respect me for that. I am your 
past and your future — respect me for that. If you wish to know your 
past, you have only to look through my eyes. Many adventures await 
you, and my existence will be justified if I show you but some of them. 
Come, look upon the world through my eyes. See the minter who 
made me, the man who buried me, those who found me and all who 
have beheld me. The legions of Rome march before my eyes and all 
of history brings up the rear. I am your past, and you are my future. 

JAMES F. MORGAN (ANA-7 19 14) earned his Master's degree in history. Although a coin 
collector for some time, Morgan did not begin his fascination with the historical aspects 
of coinage until his purchase of an antoninianus of Gallienus. Through this coin, he 
began to see the relationship between coins and history. His story is the realization 
of that relationship. 
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World coin collecting 
is a field of tremendous 
scope and complexity. 

No one collector, no 
matter how extensive 
his resources, can ever 
hope to encompass it 
all in a lifetime. Per- 
haps this explains 
why most world coin 
collectors develop their 
interests by experi- 
menting— buying var- 
ious types and dates of 
world coinage — but 
end up specializing in 
one area of numis- 
matics that corresponds to their aesthetic 
tastes and historical interests. 

One of the most fascinating specialty 
areas of world coin collecting is Biblical 


coinage. Coins men- 
tioned in the Bible not 
only have deep his- 
torical significance 
but also represent the 
very foundations of 
Western thought. What 
could be more excit- 
ing to own than a 
numismatic specimen 
that was once, per- 
haps, held by Judas- 
Iscariot, Pontius Pilate, 
or even Jesus of Naza- 
reth himself? 

Many and varied are 
the coins of the Bible, 
and collecting a complete set is a demand- 
ing challenge. However, five particularly 
significant coins are considered essential 
to any collection of Biblical coinage.

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The Denarius of Augustus 


In those days a decree went out from Caesar Augustus that all the 
world should be enrolled. This was the first enrollment, when 
Quininius was governor of Syria. And all went to be enrolled, each 
to his own city. And Joseph also went up from Galilee, from the 
city of Nazareth, to Judea, to the city of David, which is called 
Bethlehem, because he was of the house and lineage of David, to 
be enrolled with Mary, his betrothed, who was with child. 

— Luke II, 1-5 


The decree from Augustus that forced 
Joseph and Mary to travel to Bethlehem 
involved payment of a head tax, usually 
collected in denarii. Joseph may have paid 
his tax with a denarius like the one 
pictured here. 

The obverse of this denarius depicts 
Emperor Augustus, stepson of Julius 
Caesar and the first true emperor of the 
Roman people. His portrait appeared on 
all denarii in use at the time of Jesus' 
birth, just as Julius Caesar's portrait ap- 
peared on denarii issued during his reign. 
Whether Augustus' portrait on the den- 
arius is an accurate depiction of the 
emperor has been a matter of debate 
among numismatic historians for cen- 
turies. Suetonius, the famous ancient 
chronicler of the imperial family, recorded 
that Augustus was ". . .unusually hand- 
some. His expression was calm and mild, 
his eyes clear and bright. His hair was 
curly gold and his eyebrows met. His ears 
were moderate size, his nose projected a 
little at the top and then bent slightly." 
Certainly, some of these characteristics 
are apparent on the emperor's denarius, 
indicating the portrait is most likely 
accurate. 

After the establishment of the Roman 
Republic, the Roman arts tended toward 
realism, especially in the art of engraving 
and portraiture. However, when Augustus 
took the throne he personally guided a 
"renaissance" in Roman art based on the 
Hellenistic idealism of Greece. Thus, the 
realism of Republican art became tem- 
pered by the splendor of Greek ideals. 
Nowhere is this more evident than in the 
famous statue of Augustus sculpted for 
the emperor's villa at Primaporta. The

face of the statue is recognizable as 
Augustus, but the features are smooth and 
idealized to give him a more noble bear- 
ing. The torso, realistic in stance and bear- 
ing, is draped and clad in armor. The 
obverse of the Augustan denarius no 
doubt exemplifies this blend of realism 
and idealism. 

Encircling Augustus' portrait is the in- 
scription AUGUSTUS DIVI F., meaning 
"Augustus, son of the deified Julius 
Caesar." (After Julius Caesar's assassina- 
tion, Roman theologians raised him to the 
status of a god, a popular practice in later 
years.) Although not a full son of Julius, 
Augustus liked to boast he was, and thus 
the DIVI F. inscription appears on all 
denarii issued during his reign. 

The reverse of the denarius depicts 
Julius Caesar's grandsons Caius and 
Lucius, who at the time were heirs ap- 
parent to the throne. Both, however, died 
mysteriously — poisoned, according to 
Suetonius — and never realized their 
inheritance. 

Augustus issued more than 250 types 
of denarii, many of which depict the 
Augustan family and symbols of war or 
peace. The "Caius and Lucius" type was 
most likely used by Joseph at Bethlehem, 
as it was minted in 9 B.C. and in 
widespread circulation at the time of 
Jesus' birth.

And going into the house they saw the child with Mary his mother, 
and they fell down and worshipped him. Then, opening their 
treasures, they offered him gifts, gold and frankincense and myrrh.

Historians debate whether the gold 
brought to the baby Jesus by the wise men 
actually included coinage. If it did, how- 
ever, that coinage was most likely aureii 
of Augustus. 

In design, these aureii were virtually 
identical to Augustan denarii. The major 
difference between the two coinages ex- 
isted in their metal composition and 
value, when Augustus became emperor, 
he inherited one of the most disorganized 
monetary systems in history. Republican 
generals under Julius Caesar, as well as 
those under the short-lived triumvirates, 
were authorized to issue their own coin- 
age. As a result, the Roman monetary 
system had no consistency or order. 
Augustus, reputed by some historians to 
be a numismatic hobbyist of sorts, insti- 
tuted a new ''bimetallic" system of coin-

age, which established fixed ratios of 
metal content and value for all gold and 
silver coins. (A summary of this system 
appears in the chart below.) The bimetallic 
system allowed for the issuance of many 
coins in various metals by numerous 
minters while retaining monetary con- 
sistency throughout the empire. In fact, 
Augustus' system was so successful, it re- 
mained in force for more than 200 years.

“Bring me a coin, and let me look at it." And they brought one. 
And he said to them, “Whose likeness and inscription is this?" They 
said to him, “Caesar's." Jesus said to them, “Render to Caesar the 
things that are Caesar's, and to God the things that are God's." 

—Mark XII, 15-17 


''Render to Caesar" is perhaps the most 
famous of all Biblical references to money. 
The Caesar in power at the time Jesus 
made this statement was Tiberius, hence, 
Tiberian denarii are among the most 
sought-after coins in numismatics. 

Years after Tiberius' death. Emperor 
Nero debased Rome's silver coinage and 
melted down many denarii issued by pre- 
vious emperors. (Augustan denarii were 
not melted down because of Augustus' 
popularity among the Roman people.) 
Thus, few Tiberian denarii survived the 
empire; of those that did, an even smaller 
number are well-preserved. 

The Tiberian denarius features a por- 
trait of the emperor on its obverse, sur- 


rounded by the inscription T. CAESAR 
DIVI F. AUGUSTUS (Tiberius Caesar, son 
of the deified Augustus). Actually, Tiberius 
was no more the son of Augustus than 
Augustus was the son of Julius. Rather, 
Tiberius was born of Livia, Augustus' in- 
famous wife who Suetonius claimed 
poisoned Julius' nephews so that her own 
son could attain the throne. If this is tme.

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Tiberius' decision to picture his mother 
on the reverse of the aureus may have 
been an act of gratitude. She is depicted 
sitting on the imperial throne, holding a 
staff and olive branch. Some numismatic 
historians argue that the details of the 
seated figure are too small to ascertain the 
lady's true identity, and that the figure

could simply be a personification of Pax 
(Peace), much like the personifications of 
Liberty on U.S. coinage. Yet, because of 
Livia's crucial role in Tiberius' reign and 
the imperial fondness for placing relatives 
on denarii reverses, most historians agree 
that the seated woman is probably the in- 
famous empress. 


And he saw a poor widow put in two copper coins. And he said, 
"Truly I tell you, this poor widow has put in more than all of them; 
for they all contributed out of their abundance, but she out of her 
poverty put in all the living she had." —Luke XXI, 2-3 


The copper mite was the lowest denom- 
ination of Hebrew coinage in Jesus' time. 
Several varieties existed, but the most 
common were those minted under Herod 
Antipas, then tetrarch of Galilee and 
Perea, son of Herod 1. All mites issued by 
Herod depict reeds, palm branches or 
palm trees, with the single exception of

one mite that carries wreaths and dates 
on its obverse. Historians believe these 
coins were minted in the city of Tiberias, 
which was named in honor of the reigning 
emperor. So the Jews would not be of- 
fended by "graven images" on their 
coinage, portraits were not featured in the 
design. 


When Judas, his betrayer, saw that he was condemned, he repented 
and brought back the thirty pieces of silver to the chief priests and 
the elders, saying, "I have sinned in betraying innocent blood." They 
said, "What is this to us? See to it yourself." And throwing down 
the pieces of silver in the temple, he departed; and he went and 
hanged himself. —Matthew XXVII, 3-5 


The most infamous coins in the Bible — 
perhaps in all of history— are Judas Is- 
cariot's thirty pieces of silver. Although 
a passage from the book of Zechariah pin- 
points these coins as shekels, no records 
suggest that Hebrew shekels were in cir- 
culation at the time. This question has 
catapulted several numismatic historians 
into heated debates about the tme identity 
of Judas' coins. Some argue that they were 
4-drachm pieces of Antioch, which corres- 
pond in weight to shekels and feature a 
portrait of Augustus on the obverse and 
a personification of the City of Antioch 
on the reverse. However, a greater number 
of numismatists feel that thirty 4-drachm 
pieces from Tyre were paid for Judas' 
betrayal. These pieces also are similar in 
weight to shekels, and in the year of Jesus'

death they were much more plentiful 
than their Antiochian counterparts. The 
obverse of the Tyre pieces depicts the 
Phoenecian god Melkarth, who later was 
Hellenized as Herakles or Hercules. 

Assembling a complete collection 
of Biblical coins can take years of 
careful searching, but many world coin 
collectors have found that those years can 
be incredibly rewarding.

■ Now that it's a bit late in life for me 
to embark on a new course, I do have 
a new wish— that I could use words 
and coin phrases like George F. Will 
does. Some months ago his Newsweek 
page highlighting news and events of 
1982 contained an amazing amount of 
thought-provoking material. 

Examples: "The country was shocked 
when someone deranged killed seven 
people with Tylenol. Drunken drivers 
killed 26,000, as usual." "A bloody 
war ground on between Iran and Iraq, 
out of TV range and therefore out of 
mind." "Ideological grayness stole 
over government as tax-cutting yielded 
to . . . er, well, user fees and loophole- 
closing, compliance-improving revenue- 
enhancers." 

Then there's the other end of the 
spectrum, such as the following from 
a local newspaper's front-page report by 
a staff writer: "That is the dilemna (sic) 
confronting the prosecution and de- 
fense . . . The lawyers weren't talking, 
but the existence of the dilemna (sic) 
was confirmed . . . Brown, 34, is charged 
with assaulting a man into whose apart- 
ment he moved in with temporarily 
after meeting him in a mental health 
facility ..." There was more, but that 
illustrates the quality of reporting, or 
typesetting — maybe both. 

■ An interesting article in the current 
issue of American West (loaned by 
Treasurer Bill Henderson) concerns the 
1863 murder in Idaho Territory of one 
Lloyd Magruder. Magruder organized a 
long trek through the wilds to deliver 
supplies to a new mining settlement, 
and three strangers attached themselves 
to the venture. A few days out, the trio 
murdered Magruder and his several 
helpers, stole the gold dust he carried 
and a few other valuables, and headed 
for San Francisco. The three were later 
apprehended, proven guilty in a story- 
book trial, and hanged. 

After the executions it was dis- 


covered that the trio had turned the 
stolen gold dust in at the U.S. Mint to 
be coined. The Mint then was per- 
suaded to give $17,000, the value of 
Magruder' s gold dust, to his widow and 
children. So, there's one instance of the 
U.S. Mint giving money away, albeit a 
long time ago. 

■ Heard from an ANA employee rush- 
ing to the time clock: "I'm a little later 
than the nick of time this morning." 


■ Eric Hoffer, San Francisco waterfront 
philosopher, died recently at age 80. 
After having lead a life of various pur- 
suits, he retired in 1970 and "crawled 
back into my hole, where I started," but 
was called out earlier this year long 
enough to receive the prestigious Presi- 
dential Medal of Freedom. 

Upon retirement, and probably in 
justification of it, he is quoted as saying, 
"Any man can ride a train. Only a wise 
man knows when to get off." The true 
evidence of wisdom is, of course, know- 
ing when and whether to ride or get off.

Now is the time for juniors from the 
six states not participating in the 
Roman Coin Project to get on the ball 
and join the RCP. Simply by being ac- 
tive in numismatics you can earn up to 
nine ancient coins!

Penny Arcades and Gambling Parlors 

Part I 


Once common in America, gambling 
parlors are now only memories. Turn 
the clock back to 1905 — virtually every 
city in the United States had a generous 
share of gambling parlors, saloons with 
slot machines and other methods and 
devices of chance. 

Beginning approximately at that time 
gambling took on a ''naughty" connota- 
tion. fust as the Anti-Saloon League, the 
Women's Christian Temperance Union, 
Carrie Nation and other organizations 
and individuals successfully campaigned 
against liquor, their efforts eventually 
culminating in nationwide adoption of 
Prohibition in 1920, other forces, per- 
haps not so well organized, moved 


against card playing, slot machines and 
other gambling activities. 

While most places across America 
were open territory for the gambling 
machine entrepreneur in the 1890s, by 
1905 restrictions on gambling houses 
and gaming machines were beginning 
to appear. By 1920 gambling was ex- 
cluded from vast sections of the United 
States. Somehow the term ''gambling" 
had become equated with "naughty," a 
feeling that persists today for many. 
The State of Nevada permits the opera- 
tion of slot machines, casino gambling 
and other games of chance; however, 
what is legal in that state becomes il- 
legal at the border of Nevada and Cali-

fomia, Arizona, Utah, Idaho or Oregon. 

Approximately 10 to 20 years ago 
the tight, nation-wide restrictions on 
gambling activity began to loosen. Lot- 
teries, a form of gambling once used 
by many state and local governments 
to finance the construction of bridges, 
turnpikes and other public works, 
became popular once again as a grim 
economy urged even staid New England 
states to search for new sources of 
revenue. Now, in 1983, many states 
have daily lotteries that are widely 
advertised from billboards to television. 
Few people would have envisioned 20 
years ago that such a ''naughty" thing 
would become so widespread and 
accepted. 

National gambling restrictions took 
a blow with the birth of the "New 
Atlantic City." The country's no-gam- 
bling stand was breached and that New 
Jersey sea-side town, whose street 
names are well-known to Monopoly 
players, suddenly became the Las Vegas 
of the East. The Wall Street Journal, 
Forbes, and other business publica- 
tions continually recite glowing tales of 
casino profits in that once-sleepy board- 
walk city. Perhaps gambling will once 
again become a national pastime. After 
all, such gaming seems to be almost a 
natural instinct, a part of the American 
way of life. Popular television quiz 
shows, in which contestants compete 
for an ever-increasing series of prizes, 
are based on "taking a chance." The 
Saturday night poker game is an Amer- 
ican ritual for many and, for those who 
really want to gamble for handsome 
stakes, the stockbroker is only a phone 
call away. The losses or gains incurred 
from a single phone call far outstrip 
what stands to be won or lost in a slot 
machine, yet one is perfectly legal and 
one is not. 

What does all this have to do with 
numismatics? Quite a lot, in fact. 
Tokens are very much a part of today's 
gambling scene. Indeed, a spectacular 
collection of different tokens used for 
advertising or intended for slot ma- 
chines can be made by assembling issues 
from Nevada gaming houses alone. 
Since the 1960s literally hundreds of 



dor enabled a customer to take a chance at 
a jackpot under the ruse of purchasing a 
package of gum. 

varieties have been issued and are the 
favorites of numerous collectors. Gam- 
bling tokens as a numismatic speciality 
are by no means new; the field is im- 
mensely rich with countless fascinating 
varieties. During the early part of the 
present century, particularly during the 
years from 1900 to 1920, hundreds, if 
not thousands, of different token varie- 
ties were issued by slot machine manu- 
facturers, proprietors of gambling 
parlors and others engaged in the trade. 
Promulgating all of this were several 
large firms that manufactured equip- 
ment, including the Caille Brothers and 
the Mills Novelty Company. Each of 
these two outfits produced dozens of 
different devices ranging from strength 
testers and gumball machines to fully 
equipped arcades, complete with wall 
decorations, electric signs, and dozens 
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of intriguing gadgets within. 

The penny arcade is one of America's 
more nostalgic institutions. We have 
them today, of course, but they cer- 
tainly are not called penny arcades. In- 
deed, someone with a pocketful of 
pennies (or cents, to be numismatically 
correct), wouldn't be able to spend 
them, for the quarter dollar is the requi- 
site coin. Pac-Man, Space Invaders, 
Donkey Kong and other such electronic 
amusements siphon millions of quarters 
each week, maybe each day! Many dif- 
ferent tokens are currently issued for 
use in such places, and perhaps some- 
day they too will be prized by collectors. 

In 1907 the Mills Novelty Company, 
which by that time had been in busi- 
ness for about fifteen years and was 
located in the Mills Building on the cor- 
ner of Jackson Boulevard and Green 
Street in Chicago, issued a booklet that 
revealed all one needed to know to 
enter into the penny arcade business. 
Back in 1907 who could resist the 
following words: 

Wonder might be excited at the seeming 
lack of business judgement on the part of 
any person who would pay from $500 to 
$1,000 a month rent for a location in which 
to establish a penny business. But it pays, 
and pays well. Recently $4,500 was paid as 
rent for a room in a building prominently 
located in State Street, Chicago, which was 
being tom down. The arcade owner occupied 
the room just 53 days, but despite the fact 
that his rent had amounted to nearly $100 
a day, his net profits exceeded $6,000. 

Mills' advertising enthusiasm was 
boundless. He offered potential investors 
the following advice: 

There are two classes of places in which 
penny arcades may be operated. The usual 
one is the city location, a store room, located 
in the most popular portion of the city, 
which should be suitably arranged to 
receive the arcade equipment. This kind of 
location is available for use the year round. 
Adjacent to nearly all cities now-a-days are 
amusement parks, which are conducted 
during the summer months only. Various at- 
tractions are offered in these parks for the 
amusement of the public, but none which 
attracts such crowds or which makes so 
much money for their owners as does the 


penny arcade. A park is really an ideal 
arcade location. In most instances, the 
manager of a park is glad to provide space 
in which to operate an arcade for a percent- 
age of the receipts. Machines may be 
operated in a park during the summer and 
move to a city location in the fall, and 
thereby kept in service the year round. 

One thing Mills had was clever ad- 
vertising and copy writers. James 
Manga, who advertised in the pages of 
The Numismatist nearly 25 years ago 
and offered for sale "Celeston" tokens 
dated 1959 and 1960, if memory serves, 
was once an advertising writer for 
Mills. Several other worthy individuals 
preceded him. Mills' advice concerning 
the location of a penny arcade is prob- 
ably still relevant to anyone contem- 
plating a high-traffic business (even a 
coin store!) today. 

One of the most essential features to the 
success of an arcade is the location, which 
should be absolutely the best obtainable. It 
should be on a prominent thoroughfare or 
on a corner, at a street car transfer point, at 
an amusement park or anywhere where peo- 
ple are either passing or are compelled to 
wait. 

Always select the busy side of the street. 
When selecting a location, watch the crowd 
passing for 12 hours, and be sure that it is 
a continuous crowd, and not the crowd going 
to or coming from business or the theatre. 
The location which is most desirable for an 
arcade is where there is an all-day run of 
people from eight o'clock in the morning 
until eleven at night. 

Do not hesitate to pay a high rental or a 
bonus to get the right location. The rent 
would not be high if the location were not 
a good one. Bear in mind that the more peo- 
ple who visit an arcade the more money it 
will make, and that more people will enter 
its doors if it is located where people con- 
tinually pass and congregate than would 
otherwise be the case. 

An arcade should possess an inviting air 
of respectability. It must be well hghted. Do 
not stint light. Let there be an abundance 
of light at the front particularly. The room 
should also be pleasingly decorated and in 
colors which reflect rather than deaden 
light. The cashier selected should be a 
woman whose appearance indicates refine- 
ment, for many of the patrons of an arcade 
are women and children. 
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Ever helpful, Mills then devoted 
many paragraphs to raising money, in- 
corporating an arcade company, and 
even suggesting how meetings of stock- 
holders and directors should be held. 
Then came instructions for carpenters 
and others concerning the remodeling 
of a building, wiring for electricity, and 
so on. Following this was an index of 
suggested arcades, listed as Arcade Out- 
fit No. 1 through Arcade Outfit No. 6, 
increasing in expense from $1,078.45 
for equipment for the smaller unit to 
I $5,013.30 for the largest. A room about 
i 20 by 85 feet or 2,000 square feet was 
recommended for Arcade Outfit No 6. 
'"This size room allows space for addi- 
tional machines to be put in later, if 
desired.'' Mills' advice includes opera- 
tional estimates of $61 per week for 
labor, divided into $25 for a manager, 

! $7 each for two lady cashiers, $10 for 

a porter to clean the place, and $12 for 
a repairman. The cost of carpentry was 
estimated at $410, one steady burning 
electric sign with the words "Penny 
Arcade" spelled out in lights and related 
wiring was figured at $296, while 
decorating was estimated at $163, for 
a total of $869. 

Arcade Outfit No. 6, which required 
an investment $5,013.30 for machines, 
included 25 Auto-Stereoscopes (peep- 
show machines) for $37.50 each, one 
New Owl Lifting Machine (a strength- 
testing device) for $35, a Sebille Fortune 
Teller with 1,200 cards for $250, a Large 
Horoscope Fortune Teller with 12 slots 
and 1,200 cards for $150, one Cupid 
Post Office with 1,000 cards for $100, 
a Lady Perfume Sprayer with Plate 
Glass Front for $100, numerous other 
devices and accoutrements, and "100 
perforated one-cent brass slugs" that 
were charged at 35C per lot. 

Full of suggestions and very liberal 
about sharing them. Mills freely offered 


advice about the proper demeanor and 
appearance of the successful arcade: 

It is important to arrange the machines 
in an arcade in such a manner as not only 
to make the interior look well, but so as to 
attract customers as well. In our experience 
it is best to place rows of machines along 
the walls, and if the room is wide enough, 
a double row, placed back to back, down 
the center of the room. Have the picture 
machines, phonographs, and illustrated song 
machines in groups near the entrance. Place 
the larger machines along the walls and the 
small ones down the center. Athletic ma- 
chines, such as the bag punchers, hfters, grip 
and lung testers, etc., belong in the rear. 
Weighing machines, some kinds of fortune 
tellers or emblem embossing machines 
should go near the entrance, if convenient. 
The cashier's desk should be a little in front 
of the center of the room, with an open space 
in front to permit people to reach it easily 
. . . Allow plenty of space for the crowd to 
circulate about in. 

It is very essential to have good music, as 
it always attracts and holds a crowd. Place 
the music in front near the door, so that it 
could be heard from the outside. 

A number of neat and tasty, framed, wall 
signs should be conspicuously displayed, 
reading “No Smoking, ” “Get Pennies of the 
Cashier,” “Mention our Entertainment to 
your Friends,” “Report any Inattention to 
the Manager,” etc. They not only help 
decorate the room but are useful as notices 
as well. We have a large variety of very 
handsome signs of this kind. ...” 

One person's disadvantage could be 
turned into another's advantage, as this 
Mills paragraph noted: 

When any unusual public event which at- 
tracts widespread notice occurs, such as a 
great murder trial or disaster like the San 
Francisco earthquake, the manager of an 
arcade should be quick to avail himself of 
the opportunity thus afforded for reproducing 
throu^ picture, phonograph, and illustrated 
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song machines, these events, as they will at- 
tract big crowds. Such unusual matters 
should be featured by advance sign adver- 
tising on the easels and sign boards in front 
of the arcade. 

Arcade tokens, usually of brass, were 
used several ways. Then, as is true 
today, a bonus was often given in the 
form of extra tokens for payment in 
cash. Such tokens were often suitably 
marked with the arcade location and 
were of no value elsewhere. 

Another use of tokens, perhaps less 
familiar to present readers, was ex- 
plained by Mills in 1907 as follows: 

Care should be taken to keep parties, who 
might desire to do so, from working the 
machines in an arcade with slugs. Mills 
machines are nearly slug proof as possible, 
but may be worked with brass slugs. Keep 
a supply of our perforated brass slugs on 
hand and place them in the case of the 
cashier, with instructions to give them to 
no one except those authorized by the 
manager to use them. The cashier should 
keep a record of all slugs given out, to whom 
given, and the machine in which they were 
to be played. This will enable the manager 
to tell what machines are not working 
properly and require repairs, and will also 
show how many slugs are being brought in 
from the outside, as those coming from the 
outside will not be perforated. 

While Mills was concerned that the 
proprietor of a given arcade receives his 
fair share of money and that no hanky- 
panky takes place (note that the dis- 
pensing of tokens should be audited, for 
example), he voiced no such concern for 
arcade customers. One device recom- 
mended for arcades, the Electrical Game, 
which bore the hefty price tag of $500, 
was a game of chance. Patrons paid 
either 5C or IOC and picked numbers 
from 1 to 100 that were illuminated on 
an electrical switchboard, crosswired to 
another panel indicating prizes. The 
Mills catalog openly noted that 'There 
is another switchboard under the top 
one, and when the operator wishes to 
throw a player off it is only necessary 
to move the lower switchboard slightly. 
This may be done without a player's 
knowledge." 

Similarly, other Mills catalogs related 


that certain of its gambling machines 
could be "stopped " or "plugged" at ap- 
propriate places in the internal mechan- 
ism so that the enticing jackpot, which 
players hoped to win, might never be 
paid out at all! Perhaps this is not too 
much different than present-day prac- 
tices in Nevada casinos in which the 
payoff odds of slot machines can be 
regulated from high to low (without the 
player being aware that one machine 
might be twice as stingy as another). 

Mills customers apparently were 
delighted. J.D. Williams testified: 

1 can recommend your new arcade 
machines most highly to anyone . . . they are 
perfect. The only trouble 1 find with your 
Punching Bag, Dumbbell Lifter, and new 
Punching Machines is that the cash box is 
not large enough to hold the pennies. We are 
compelled to emptying them everyday, and 
twice on Saturday. My arcade opened on the 
16th of November, and on the first day of 
January 1907, it had taken in enough to pay 
back my investment. Your new arcade 
machines are as far ahead of the old ones 
as the the electric car is ahead of the horse 
car. I attribute my big success to the superior 
quahty, beauty and finish of your machines, 
and before 1907 is over I will have at least 
two more arcades in operation. 



Walter W. Fox, who, by the way, 
issued brass tokens bearing his name 
and operated several different arcades in 
Georgia and Tennessee, wrote to Mills 
on February 12, 1907, stating simply 
that "our business is capacity." 

E.W. Flume, whose penny arcade was 
called the Automat, wrote that "the 
receipts of my arcade from the 22nd of 
May to the 25th of June have been 
$1,286.45, and considering that my daily 
expenses are only $14, it is a good pay- 
ing investment."

300th Anniversary Acknowledged 

The Presidential German-American 
Tricentennial Commission, formed to pay 
tribute to ''300 Years of Germans Help- 
ing to Build America," has authorized the 
limited striking of Proof commemorative 
medals in celebration of the 300th an- 
niversary of the arrival of the first German 
immigrants. Each official Proof medal 
depicts prominent German- Americans on 
the obverse, and the Concord, the ship 
that brought the first German settlers to 
American shores in 1683, on the reverse.

Polish-American Congress Issues Medal

California artist Leon Kawecki, features 
an armour-clad King John III Sobieski on 
the obverse. The circular legend reads 
SOOTH ANNIVERSARY - JOHN III SOBIESKI 
- SAVIOR OF CHRISTIANITY. The reverse 
pictures a galloping Polish winged hussar 
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(a 15th century cavalryman) and the cap- 
tion, POLAND STILL VIGILANT. The en- 
circling legend reads POLISH AMERICAN 
CONGRESS HONORS THE 1683 DELIVER- 
ANCE OF VIENNA.

Priced at $250 each, the 25 fine silver 
medals are each serially numbered and 
housed in leatherette presentation cases.

Medal Produced for FIDEM Conference 

In recognition of the United States' par- 
ticipation in the 19th Congress of the 
Federation Internationale de la Medaille 
(FIDEM), to be held in Florence, Italy, the 
Medallic Art Company of Danbury, Con- 
necticut, will strike an official U.S. medal. 
Having a limited mintage of 100 pieces, 
the bronze medal will be presented to all 
heads of national delegations and to all 
members of the U.S. entourage at the con- 
gress.

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ANS Produces Anniversary Medal 



A medal issued by the American Nu- 
mismatic Society to commemorate its 
125th anniversary features reproductions 
of important pieces from the Society's col- 
lection. Designed by sculptor Marcel 
Jovine, the obverse depicts the image of 
a minter in very high relief against a 
background of coins representing the 
range of historic world coinage. The 
reverse portrays a large version of the 1909 
Lincoln cent obverse within the Janvier 
machine, which reduces the image to a 
size suitable for striking. Other elements 
of the reverse include a screw press, the 
Society's name, the dates 1858 and 1983, 
and the Society's motto "parva ne 


pereant" (let not the small things perish). 
The medal measures 90mm by 1 10mm 
and is struck in both silver and bronze. 

An initial striking of 100 numbered 
silver specimens and 500 numbered bronze 
specimens will be made available to the 
public at the time of the Society's 125th 
anniversary celebration on September 9, 
1983. The 500-gram silver edition is priced 
at $350 and comes in a custom leather box 
featuring the Society's seal. Bronze medals 
presented in a custom paper box can be 
ordered for $34.25 each.

1983 Membership Medal Issued 

Brookgreen Gardens' 1983 Membership 
Medal, designed by sculptor Adlais Hardin, 
takes a historical look at the Allston 
family of South Carolina. Two family 
members of particular distinction are 
William Allston and his son Washing- 
ton, both of whom lived on Brookgreen 
Plantation. 

William Allston, bom in 1739, inherited 
from his father the portion of land that 
became known as Brookgreen and Spring- 
field Plantations. During the American 
Revolution he served as a captain under 
General Francis Marion and contributed 
money and supplies to the patriot cause. 
According to family lore he died in 1781 
of an illness contracted at the Battle of 


Cowpens. The obverse of the medal 
depicts William Allston and his wife 
Rachel strolling on the grounds of the 
Brookgreen Plantation. Pictured in the 
background is the original Brookgreen 
house which burned in 1901. The dates 
of William Allston's birth and death, 1739 
and 1781, appear to the left and right of 
his name; BROOKGREEN GARDENS/SOUTH 
CAROLINA is inscribed below the main 
design. 

Washington Allston was the second 
child of William and Rachel. He de- 
veloped his artistic ability at an early age 
and after studying for several years in 
Europe went on to become one of the 
greatest painters of the Romantic Period.

The reverse of the medal shows Washing- 
ton Allston working in his studio, seated 
at an easel with paint and brushes in 
hand. His name is flanked by his birth and 
death dates, 1779 and 1843, and the 
legend DISTINGUISHED PAINTER appears 
below.

REPUBLIC OF SAN MARINO 

Nation Issues Circulating Pieces 
On April 12, 1983, the Republic of San 
Marino put into circulation two new gold 
coins dated 1983. Designed by sculptor 
Guido Veroi and coined by the Rome 
Mint, the 1-scudo and 2-scudo pieces will 
be legal tender in the Republic of San 
Marino. A total of 18,000 1-scudo coins 
were minted, each with a diameter of 
16mm and a weight of 2 grams. The 
17,000 2-scudo coins each weigh 4 grams 
and measure 21mm in diameter. More in- 
formation regarding San Marino's new 
issues may be obtained by writing the 
State Numismatic Office, Via Bastioni, 
Republic of San Marino. 


MALAYSIA 

Country Celebrates Silver Jubilee 
The British Royal Mint has announced 
the availablilty of two coins commem- 
orating Malaysia's Silver Jubilee as an in- 
dependent nation. The coins, a .900 gold 
500-ringgit and a .500 silver 25-ringgit, 
share a 14-sided design, which symbolizes 
the 14 states of the Malaysian Federation. 
The states are further represented on the 
coins' common reverse depicting the 
Malaysian Coat of Arms. The inscription, 
25 TAHUN MERDEKA 1957 - 1982 (25 Years 
of Independence) and the denomination 
also appear on the reverse. 

The common obverse depicts Malaysia's 
founder and first Prime Minister, Prince 
Tunku Abdul Rahman, with a 14-point 
star and a crescent moon in the back- 
ground. The coins are available in Proof 
and Uncirculated conditions, but have 
been struck in extremely low numbers 
with only a small quantity available in 
North America. The gold 500-ringgit, 
with a diameter of 26. 16mm and a weight 
of 10.26 grams, is priced at US$299 for the 
Proof version and US$239 for the Uncir- 
culated edition. The silver 25-ringgit 
measures 42mm in diameter, weighs 35 
grams, and sells for US$29.75 in Proof and 
US$19.75 in Uncirculated. Orders and in-

TONGA 

Issue Honors Commonwealth Games 
The Islands of Tonga in the South 
Pacific have commissioned the British 
Royal Mint to strike two coins commem- 
orating the 12th British Commonwealth 
Games held in 1982 in Brisbane, Australia. 
Both coins, designed by former Royal 
Mint engraver Philip Nathan, depict the 
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circular emblem of the Commonwealth 
Games on the reverse and two runners 
racing for the finish line. The common 
obverse portrays the Islands' reigning 
monarch. King Taufa'ahau Tupou IV, 
together with the date and denomination. 

The coins are struck in two denomina- 
tions — a 22kt one-hau gold coin with a 
diameter of 22.05mm and a weight of 7.99 
grams, and a sterling silver 10-pa'anga that 
measures 38.61mm in diameter and weighs 
28.28 grams. Struck in both Proof and Un- 
circulated versions, the coins have a 
limited mintage of 500 for each issue. The 
Proof gold sells for US$199 and the Un- 
circulated for US$169; the 10-pa'anga 
silver coin retails for US$39 in Proof and 
US$29 in Uncirculated conditions. Infor-

SEA Games Depicted on Coinage 

The Singapore Mint recently issued a 
$5 coin specially designed to commem- 
orate the 12th South East Asia Games, 
which will take place in Singapore this 
year. Designed by Lim Ching San, the 
coin features on the reverse the logo of the 
12th SEA Games. Intertwined rings de- 
noting the friendship, brotherly love and 
unity of purpose in the field of sports are 
suspended over waves that symbolize the 
member countries brought together at the 
Games. Surrounding this central design 
are the major sporting events represented 
at the games — athletics, ball games, racket 
sports and water sports. The obverse pic- 
tures the armorial bearings of the Re- 
public of Singapore. The coin, measuring 


38.7mm in diameter and weighing 20 
grams, is available in both sterling silver 
and cupro-nickel. 

The sterling silver Proof, priced at $30, 
is sealed in a plastic capsule and packaged 
in a maroon leatherette box with a num- 
bered certificate of authenticity.

Counterfeit 1926 $20 Gold Piece 


An appealing counterfeit — a 1926 $20 
gold piece — has come to the attention of 
the ANACS staff. The piece was compared 
to a second counterfeit that appeared 
shortly thereafter, revealing identical de- 
pressions and raised lines. 

The counterfeit gold piece displays a 
flashy, uniform luster throughout the 
' fields and devices, a characteristic of fake 

pieces. Aside from raised lines running 
parallel to the rim above LIBERTY, the 
obverse of this piece is exceptionally 
clean, with few obvious depressions or 
raised portions of metal. 

' However, the counterfeit's reverse ex- 

hibits several condemning features, most 
i notable of which is a vertical depression 

that appears on the eagle's wing below the 
Y of TWENTY. Numerous depressions 
appear in the rays below the eagle, and 
raised lines are obvious through UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA and TWENTY DOL- 
} LARS. Most evident are two parallel lines 

i running through the RS of DOLLARS. 

’ As has been stressed in the past, the 

edge of a piece should always be carefully 
inspected. In the case of this counterfeit,

Five Cent Series Almost Complete 


During the past few years the Mu- 
seum's collection of five cent "nickels" 
has become particularly strong, with 
nearly every date, mint and variety 
represented by Proofs or Mint State 
business strikes. In fact, the number of 
pieces needed to reach the ANA Board of 
Governors' goal of obtaining an example 
of every regular issue United States coin 
is close to completion for these series. 
However, the continuous effort to upgrade 
and acquire two examples of every numis- 
matic item— under the terms of the Mu- 
seum's Statement of Collecting policy — 
remains in effect. 

The "nickel" pieces still lacking in the 
Museum's holdings are for the most part 
varieties that have come to light in the re- 
cent past. Others are rarities or inciden- 
tal omissions. Single examples of Proof 
and Mint State "nickels" issued between 
1971 and 1983, especially the recent mint- 
mark and hub varieties, are still sought; 
at present, the Museum's holdings are 
principally in the form of unbroken Mint 
and Proof sets. Members in a position to
